LONDON. — "Strange by name 
and strange by nature" waa the 
comment of the disturbed deputy 
coroner, at an Inquest over the death 
of George William Davles Strange, 
78, of Warwick road. New Barnet, 
London, England, in the Wellhouse 
hospital in Bamet. It developed that 
Strange, although he was wealthy, 
lived like a hermit. It waa revealed 
that he had owned the house In 
which he lived and also others in the 
district, and had much money in 
banks, yet he lived most frugally. 
In fact, his neighbors said he lived 
like a man without funds. 

His bed showed that he had used 
old newspapers as bedclothes, while 
in cupboards were snowy white 
sheets and warm blankets. There 
were many unopened boxes of 
chocolate and other confectionery, 
obviously bought before the war. 
There was great expectation of hid- 
den wealth when two massive safes 
were opened, but they were found 
to contain only a series of ordnance 
maps and some foreign coins.

.But, says Mr. Roosevelt,, the war 
department thereafter Issued a plan 
for what he ^called Vspeedy dis- 
^arges." You can read that plan 
from now until doomsday and you 
cannot find one word about "speedy 
discharges." It is. In fact, a sUte- 

•inent.of the priority in which men 
wiU be discharged after the war. It 
does not say whether they are to be 
. tatained in service a month or years 
:, .after victory. The present admin- 
ifJMtratlon. with Its record of peace- 
, ,.,>'', Ume failure, is afraid to bring men 
i^-;.f 'bome after victory. 
i' In March, 1940, Mr. Roosevelt had 
been in office seven years. Yet the 
depression was stiU with us. We 
still had ten million Americans un- 
employed. Those- are not -my >fig- 
iires^those are the-flgurea of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Now I had not intended in thia 
campaign to rake over my oppo- 
nents sad record of failing, to pre- 
pare the defenses of this country 
for war. It'a all in the past— a very 
tragic past. It has coat countless 
American lives; It has caused un^ 
told misery. 

But my opponent has now brought 
that'aubject up. He seized violently 
upon the statement that we were not 
prepared for war when it came. In 
his speech of Saturday night he 
called that a falsehood which not 
even Goebbels would have invented.

Hers are the words of Boss Kelly 
of the' Chicago machine, who was 
tha manager of that fake third-term 
draft of 1940. You remember? He 
said: "Tha. salvation of this nation 
resta In one man." Was that stata- 
ment.svar repudiated by my oppo- 
nent? No. It was rewarded tnr in- 
creased White House favorg. So It 
was repeated again by the same 
man at the same time In the ssme 
city and for the aama purpose this 
yeart *'The aalvation of thia nation 
rests In one man." 

Now, waa it a malicious falsehood 
that one of tha first acta of my oppo- 
nent's newly selected national chair* 
man waa to announce last May that 
he waa for a fourth term and that 
he was looking forward to a fifth 
term?

"I know him," Hackett said. I 
have lived and worked with him. 

Hackett said he would drive to 
Naples immediately and pull 
Bunker off a ship" and bring him 
back to Rome. 

"It is the hand of God," said the 
ambassador's wife. "With thou- 
sands of troops streaming through 
Rome my son's roommate just hap- 
■ pened to stop and wipe the mud oil 
a windshield. And some people say 
they don't believe in miracles. 

Bunker is the son of Arthur H. 
Bunker, former OPA executive for 
the aluminum industry. 

"The husband of my daughter, 
Mrs James Hvmes of Washington, 
is a naval omccr on duty in the 
Pacific and with my own son in the 
field service, you can imagine what 
the might of American troops ^pour-

New Life as a Recluse.

By thft time Bill was growing 
inlo voung manhood my husband v,?s assigned to 
recrJitingscrN-icc in Atlanta. Me and Bill had great 
tines hunting and fishing together. We Nsere a 
happy familv. My two brothers visited us often and 
we'd have the joUicst parties and picnics. 

"Tlien the war started in Europe. Our son came 
to us one ni^hi and explained how he felt about it. 
He wanted to be prepared so he enlisted. 
**Likc anv mother I hated him to leave homc- 
• but I couldn't stand in his way. Bill joined up. 
"Pearl I larbor was more than my hu^band could 
lake. He had lots of friends on the Ari/on;i, ihc 
Utah, and other ships, lie was 4S years old but he 
asked for active duty and he got it-on a I'T boat 
in ilie South Pacific. 

"My brothers got in too— Al in the Army. Mike 
in th^ Seabces. There they wcrc-all four of ihcm 
in it, my husband and brother Mike in the P;ivi:ic; 
my son and brother Al in Africa. ■ , 

"I had to do something. So I svent fj welding 
school. After 1 finished school I taught welding. 
My thoughts were always with my husband, my 
son,*and my brothers. I was working for them. I 
was living for their return.

"On July 8th I read: 

TTic Sccretarj- of War desires thai 1 tender his 
deepest sympathy to you in the toss of your 
brother. Allan Zadorkin. Report received state* 
be was killed in action on July 6tb, 1943. 
"Some time later I saw my husband. He was as 
shocked as 1 was about the death of our only son 
and my two brothers. But he was all ihc more de- 
termined to fight on. 

"1 remember seeing him off. U v.-as at a subma- 
rine base in i-lorida. At two in the morning. There 
was a light mist over the harbor. 1 kissed my bus- _ . 
band and he went aboard his iH" boat. 1 watched 
him as long as I could see him waving good-bye. 
"U wasn't many weeks later that 1 opened a final 
message: 

Deeply rcRret to Inform you your huslrand, 
William Jennings Bryan Conner was killed i.» 
action in performance of his duty uihI in the 
service of his country. 
"I am not asking for pU)"- ^o^ <=^'<=" sympathy. 
My men died the way they would have liked to die 
—fighting. Wc must carry on their fighi. 

"I won't be meeting my boy or my husband or 
my brothers again, but I want to sec to it that other 
women get their men back. 

"The last thing my husband wrote 'mc was: 
*Kccp up the good worl. al 4hc bomber plant.' 
That's w'hat I am doing . . . welding and riveting. 
And I'm going to keep on doing it as long as I can 
stand on m> two feet. I am going to stay at my job. 
1 am going vo buy War Bonds. I'm not l.cked and 
1 never will be. I'm going to live to sec that day- 
that ureal day-whcn our enemies arc made to pay

gim the company possessed had 
batn knocked out by shellflre a few 
liotirs before. So they did not have 
much hope of survival when the 
Tiger tank advanced. . 

And then Pvt. Michael McGea 
from oiia of the paratroop regimenta 
decided that somehow he would stop 
the tank, Michael McGee la a fight- 
ing Glasgow Irishman from Kelvin- 
aide and he has a couple of fight- 
ing pals aa recklessly courageous as 
himself. 

rrlaiida Prova Gams 

Ha called them over— Corp. Tom 
KlUecn and Pvt John Sullivan. Ha 
said: 

"Look, boys, If these Jerry pan- 
sera get through thla road and 
among ua we're all goners anyway, 
ao we may as well die trying to 
atop them. I've an Idea. Are you 
game to try with meT" 

They agreed. McGee went to a 
dump and handed Killeen and Sulli* 
van a pile of anti-tank bombs. Ha 
told his friends to hide inside a 
house 100 yards up the road and 
aaid: 

"Now wait in there till the Unk 
stops outside the door and then 
throw your bombs and throw them 
atraight." 

An hour later paratroopers heard 
the rumbling approaclT of the giant 
Nazi tank. Few of them believed 
McGee could do anything about it 
and it was the grimmest moment 
of the campaign for most of them. 
Then, hidden behind walls, they saw 
the Tiger tank turn round the cor- 
ner and into view. Already heavy 
shells from its 150-mm. gun were 
blasting among them. With hearts 
in their mouths, they suddenly saw 
McGee leap over the wall and dash 
to the middle of the road. 

"It looked like a crazy thing to 
do," a paratrooper said afterward. 
"All he had In his hand was. his 
Bren gun and you know how little 
good that is against a monster 
tank. But Michael put the gun to 
his hip and opened fire. He sprayed 
the front of the tank and you could 
see bullets bouncing off it as it* ad- 
vanced. 

Prediction Comes True. 

"And what Michael had said hap- 
pened. The Tiger tank, as if aston- 
ished at the Impudence of this lone 
aoldier with his little gun, stopped. 
Stopped, moreover, right outside 
the house where Tom Killeen and 
Sullivan were hiding and those boys 
did their stuff. 

"We saw bombs flinging over. We 
saw .them hit the tank and then 
there was a terrific explosion, a 
sheet of flame and great billowing of 
smoke— and there was One less 
Tiger tank in Field Marshal Rom- 
mel's 21st Panzer division." 

All done so neatly and swiftly 
that Private McGee wasn't even 
touched by the guns of the Tiger. 

He dashed back behind the wall as 
the bombs hit. He stayed there until 
he was sure the tank was 'destroyed 
and then, with more bombs, he 
went up the road to survey the dam* 
age and congratulate his pals. 

"Feel like doing it again, boys?" 
he asked. 

"If you're game, Mike, we are," 
they told him. 

So twice mora that afternoon 
Michael McGee dashed into the 
'"^ road with hia Bren gun and pep- 
ir pered attacking armor. Twice Nazi 
|r^^ panzers — self-propelled guns this 
-£t^, time— stopped hi sheer astonishment 
{'$" 'iust long enough to be destroyed by 
r '^^Tf^akillfully flung bombs.
